toall citizens, white and black—in-
volves sacrifice of principle, and leads to
dscinl equality and miscegenation. A
receding seatiment, in the face of the
odvaoce of events, and the irresistible
logio of ““accomplished faots,” has fallen
back from point to point, and' now
makes ntill another fecble stand behind
those positions. Webelieve them to beay
uotenable as any of the ground we have
attempted to hold, and been forced to
yield, in this goneral issue, siuce the
ovorthrow of the Southern armies and
the finul fact of emaocipation. And we
tell the people, with all the earnestness
of which we are capable, to heed not the
voice that would still keep alive the
hope, that, by some sweeping counter
revolution, some extraordinary influence
—some, (we would say) miracle of
Divine interposition—the ballot is to bo
wrested from the hands of the black
wap, and power, in that way, restored
to the intelligent and respectable white
men of the country. It is a delusion—
a fatal delusion—a delusion which tends
dircotly to protraot the evils from which
we now suffer, to lead ue doeper oad
and deeper iuto the stiades of obsourity
and humilition, and to make us more
thoroughly the prey of the corrupt men
now ruling the State.

But, we contend, that we do not sac-
rifice principle in the platform alluded
to. If there was sacrifice of principle,
when Generals Lec and Johnson sur:
rendered their swords to overwhelming
nuwbers, instend of protracting the
atruggzle until the last man was disabled
—if there was sacrifico of principle
when we adwitted that our effort to
establish Southern independence was a
failure, and thevabolition of slavery a
reality, then is there sacrifice of princi-
ple now, when we admit tha political
and civil equality of the blaok man,
They are all equally and alike the re~
sults of the war—enforeed by tho samne
'power, and the same extent of power.
And it is equally as futile for us to at-
tempt to ignore or resist one of thease,
aseither of them, or all of them. If it
waus the part of wisdom—the dietate of
sclf-presorvation and interest—to admit
the existence of one of these, and act
in accordance therewith, it is equally
so with refercnce to all of them, for
cach is purt and parcel of the other.

And we contond that neither social
equality or misecegcuation fullow as a
consequence. These are exclusively mat-
ters of “tasto—above and beyond all
application of foroe or legislative enacte
wment, be it ever 8o arbitrary. And,
parodoxioal as it may aeem, it is never-
-theless admissible of logical demonstra-
®tion, and the assumption is borne out
in the “philosophy of human batore,
that continued refusul to adwit the
equal nolitical and civil rights of the
colored mun, under existing ecircum-
stanees, tends more to produce those
results than would a quiet acknowledgo-
ment of those rights.

The solution and suceessful maintain-
unce of the position is found in that
distivotive and governing olemont of
mun’s nuturo that seeks the posession
and employmeunt of that, the right te, or
enjoyment of, which, is disputed or do-
nied. And the ground assumed is but
stronger, because wo find the attendans
circumstances peeuliarly adapted to the
development of the element iuvolved.—
"For example s The supremo law of the
land‘aceords equal political and oivil
rights to-the colored man, The right
to their enjpyment by him, or the prin-
ciple or anthovity by whioh those privi~
leges uro conferred, is quostivned, ig
nored or disputed by a portion of the
people in the midst of whom he lives,
lied as he hasboon and still is, under
such circumstances, it is at once seen
that he will not only stickle for the
umplest roulization in delail of what is
gunranteed, but that ho will even reach
begond. Unden the Impulse and oppors

tunity nfforded by the rafusal to sonocede

aivil and politionl'rights, those who lead
him for theirown purposes of aggrun..
digement, snd wlio Aind the business
50 profituble, the bettor to securs their
lond and grasp upon him, make a show
(and wo contend that even with them it
ia but a show) of suerinl cquality, And
thus, by continnod refusal to adwit elvi)
ond politinal equality, wo indaoce a ton.

West Point, N. Y, June 29, 1870,

Your kind lett>r should bave been
answered long cre this, but really I
have been so harassed with examina-
tion and the insults and ill-treatiment of
these cadcta that I could not write or do
aoything else scarcely. I passed ex-
amination all right and got in, but my
companion, Howard, failed and was re-
jected. Siuce he went away I have been
lonely indced, and now these fellows
appear to be trying their utmost to run
me off, and I fear they will succeed if
they continue as they have begun. We
went into camp yesterdny, and not a
moment has passed since then but some
one of thewn has been carsing and abus-
ing me, All eight they were around
my tent, cursing and swearing at me so

It is just the same wt the table, and
what I gel to eat I must snatoh for like
n dog. I doo’t wish to resign if T can
get along at all; but I don’t think it
will bo for the best for mo to stay and
take all the abuses and insults that are
heaped upon me. '[he examination was
[ very hard this yoar—harder than ever
 before—and sinoe I have becn successful
in getting in, I will stay as long as I
possibly can, One of the cadets refused
to drill his equad becavse I was in it,
and they reduced him from & oorporal
to a private for disobedionce of orders,
and they are «ll' mad about that.

VieNNA, July 16.—The Governments
of Austria, Kngland, Italy and Russia,
are known to have presented at Paris
urgeut remonstrances against war,

Bearin, July 16.—The King has
arrived. An ovation of over 100,000
awa'ted him at the station The King
boped they would be as brave else-
where.

Benrrin, July 16.—The Government

is hourly in veceipt of dispatches from

all purts of Germany offering men,
money, arms, horses, eto., in support of
the national canse, and asserting that
no sacrfice that could be mude will be
deemed too great for the cause of Ger-
. many.

T'he London ZTmnes intimates the re-
covery of Alsaac and Loruaine, eontain-
ing the modern provinces of Mouelle,
Mecurthe, Muse Vusges, Upper Rhine
and Lower Rhine, and says they are the
real objects of the war on the pars of
Prussia, and in that she has the sympa-
thy of mankind. The Zimes hints that
English intervention is probable, in
case of Prussia losing strength. The
peutrality of England will be diffioult
avd perhaps impossible and dishonor-
able, should Holland and Belgium be-
.como involved in war.

Paris, July:16.—The Emperor is
expected to lend the army in porson,
and by a series of rapid movements, to
arrive gt the Rhine Eel‘ore Prussia has
completed her defence.

There were immense demonstrations
in tho streets and boulevards last
night. '

ATER—Government has been sus-
tained in war supplies by the Corps
Legislatif—vote 246 to 10, The Sen-
ate approved tho action of Government,
without division.

Count Beneditti arrived in this city
last night, comiug from 1ms instead of
from Berlin. He did not receive his
passports, Ho camo to give the Ewpe-
ror verbal explanations,

The Emperor will leave Paris to day
for the seat of war.

known here, signed an order for the
troops from Rome.

Lord Lyons, the English minister, is
still ondeavoring to got his colleagues
here to present a colleotive request for
a*Congress of the Kuropoan powers to
settle the question botweon I'rance and
I'russia.
